1. IN EXCLUSIVE INTERVIEW TUNIS ARABIC LANGUAGE DAILY

MIDDLE EAST IS THE POLICY OF AMERICA, AND I BELIEVE THAT 
THE UNITED STATES WILL RESPECT ITS OBLIGATIONS WHAT 
EVER THE CIRCUMSTANCES MAY BE. IN ANY CASE, I AM 
CONFIDENT THAT PRESIDENT NIXON WILL REMAIN IN OFFICE 
UNTIL THE END OF HIS PRESIDENTIAL TERM."
